"If the people will do their duty; if they 
will go to the polls and vote, the Courts of 
Kentucky will see to it that the votes are 
counted as cast. 

''This is great g^in. The assumption that 
party necessity would <iontrol our Courts must 
be abandoned. The law controls our Courts, 
and if party leaders want to fill the offices they 
must get the votes. 

"A U&t election can be held under any law 
if the law be enforced. When violated ap- 
peals should be made to the Courts. Let the 
people take courage. The violators of the law 
grow bold only when the people are indiffer- 
ent.
